from more than 20,000 citi- 
ns, a Torrance citizens'

The Press has re- 
reived more than 600 addi­ 
tional signatures, bringing 
the total'to at least 20.M75, 
plus numerous others that 
have apparently gone direct­ 
ly to various state officials 
and to the state college trust­ 
ees.

Pal- 
os Verdes, and Inglewood.

Spokesmen Set
Spokesmen for Torrance 

at today's Westchester meet­ 
ing will be the Rev. David 
Readies, Polly Watts and 
Dr. Ragnar Thorensen, who 
will base endorsement of a 
Torrance .site on availability 
of land here, centrality of 
location, and community In­ 
terest.

Supplementing their argu­ 
ments will he presentations 
by key figures at Monday's 
meeting: David Hayward, 
Kedondo Reach councilman; 
Jay Sullivan, director of 
Rolling Hills Community 
Assn.; Jerry Schmidt, direc­ 
tor of Lad era Heights'Civic 
Assn.; Roland Amberg, 
mayor of Rolling Hills; and 
Stanley Rernr-imr-vrr nfv at­

torney of Torrance.
Reasons for preference of 

Torrance to the peninsula 
recapitulated by the group 
include existing adequate 
police and fire protection; 
existing public transporta­ 
tion; and superiority of road 
and traffic flow pattern.

Hayward pointed out that 
xoning in the proposed Tor­ 
rance area surrounding I he 
college would he compatible 
with college development. 
He stated that both housing 
and shopping facilities 
would conform with the pro­ 
posed campus environs.

Peninsula opponents of a 
Fa I os Verdes site stressed 
the fact. that, inadequate 
roads would create traffic 
bottlenecks and safety haz­ 
ards, should a college he 
built in. the Peninsula. They 
indicated that necessity of 
increased police and fire 
protection would result in 
increased taxes.

"We don't want a college 
on the Peninsula," stated 
Sullivan.

Other arguments in favor 
of Torrance included the 
fact that students who wish­ 
ed to work their way 
through college would be 
closer to Industrial and busi­ 
ness life of the community 
and that college students 
could afford to rent hous­ 
ing in Torrance wherras 
prestige prices of a Palos 
Verdes mailing address 
would make it. impossible 
for students to afford to live 

a college located there.J

MAYOR ASKED 
TO BACK UP 
HIS CHARGES

Mayor Albert. I sen last 

night refused point-blank to 
"name names" or to define 
"fast buck operators" whom 
he had earlier described as 
leading Torrance down the 
path to slums.

Councilman RovSS Sciarrot- 
ta, a professor of govern­ 
ment,, noting that there had 
been recent charges of "fast 
buck'' operators in Torrance 
 a pointer! reference to the 
Mayor's speech of May 14 
since pa rot ted by the pub­ 
lisher of a daily paper in a 
nearby town asked at last 
night's city council meet­ 
ing for the names of these 
people, if there were any, 
and for in forma I ion as to 
what, violations they might 
have committed. He also 
asked if there were weak­ 
nesses in city building codes 
anrl how the ordinances 
might, be strengthened.

Sciarrotta said he wasn't 
accusing anyone, but sim­ 
ply felt, that if the Mayor 
had any information, he 
should inform the council. 
The councilman added that 
he wanted to be informed 
of any irregularities Isen 
might be aware of.

Isen retorted rapidly "I 
think your request is out of 
order. Nothing can be gain­ 
ed by calling names.

"It's up to you as a coun­ 
cilman," the Mayor said, "to 
do your own investigating." 
"WHAT'S DONK IS HONK"

Isen said, "What's done isi 
done. 1 don't think any city 
or countv exists where some 
of this doesn't go on.

"I'm not going to name 
names."

Asked by Councilman Ken 
Miller what a "fast buck op­ 
erator" was. the Mayor said, 
"There are all kinds of ways 
to define that, too." He re­ 
peated that, he wasn't going 
to identify anyone or define 
the term he himself had in­ 
troduced on May 14 when 
he "warned" the council 
that Torrance faces a slum 
situation in 20 years unless 
what the mayor termed the 
"quick profit speculators" 
and "fast buck operators" 
were checked. The Mayor 
had called for strict, confor­ 
mity to building and zoning 
laws.

He said then he WHS not 
singling out individuals but 
was commenting on a "gen­ 
eral situation."

Sciarrotta told The Press 
that, he felt the city ordi­ 
nances were adequate, that 
they conformed to city and 
state standards, and that

In Critical 
Condition

.V ',}•( - year - old Torrance 
.11,m despondent, over the 
end of a romance with a 
Torrance mother of two-  
died early this morning in 
Harbor General Hospital, 
hours after he. shot his girl­ 
friend and turned his pistol 
'Mi himself in an attempted 
 nirder-suicide.

The woman. Mrs. Dorothy 
her Metzler. 30. of 3127 W. 
177th St., is in critical con­ 
dition at Harbor General but 
is expected to live.

She still has a bullet in 
her head, it was reported.

Robert Arthur Ryan. 34, 
of 2818 182nd St.. a mailer- 
contractor, had been dating 
Mrs. Metzler for several 
months, police said, since 
Mrs. Metzler's estrangement, 
from her husband. Robert F. 
Metzler.

PULLED PISTOL
Last night, when Ryan 

came over to see Mrs. Metz­ 
ler. the mother of two girls, 
age 9 and 8. told the oper­ 
ator of a mailing service 
that she was through with 
him and was going to recon­ 
cile with her husband.

Ryan then pulled a load­ 
ed .32 caliber Colt automat­ 
ic out of his coat, fired one 
shot at Mrs. "Metzler and 
put one bullet in his own 
temple, according to \vhat 
the \voman was able to tell 
police.

Mrs. Metzler's two horri­ 
fied daughters came into 
the living room, scene of 
the shooting, as Ryan lay on 
the floor, and Mrs. Metzler 
mustered enough strength 
to call her estranged hus­ 
band.

Metzler called Garden* 
police, who summoned the 
Torrance officers. 
RUSHED TO HOSPITAL
Police put the time of the 

shooting at about 0:30 p.m.
The. husband arranged to 

take care of the two girls, 
while Mrs. Metzler and the 
dying Ryan were rushed to 
Harbor General Hospital.

The shot Ryan fired at. 
Mrs. Metzler apparently 
struck just, above her eye, 
then grazed her skull, police 
said. 
NO PREVIOUS THREATS

Met/ler told police he had 
not known of his wife's in­ 
tention to reconcile with 
him, but said he had been 
hoping for that to happen.

He said he had been talk­ 
ing to his wife in recent 
days and that things wer« 
"getting better" for them. 
The grief-stricken husband 
said he didn't know of any 
previous threats or violence 
by Ryan. His wife, he said, 
"wouldn't have stood for 
that."
